Two Methods of 
Attachment 

Tablets are erected in two ways: 

(a) With screws through the face 
of the tablet— having bronze 
decorative heads as the Pitts- 
burgh Press sign. The proper 
type of screws are furnished to 
anchor in the wall material in- 
volved. 

(b) With "invisible frame" which 
is a brass sub frame anchored to 
the wall and concealed by the 
tablet. The tablet fits snugly 
over the sub frame and is secured 
thereto by four inconspicuous 
bronze screws through the top 
and bottom flanges. Designs 
such as the Corinthian do not 
have sufficient depth for a sub- 
frame and require face screw 
attachments. Our sketch will 
indicate method of attachment 
suggested.
